French Reject 
A Unilateral Move 
On Algeria Oil 

PARIS, July 22 (NTT;.— The 
French government Insisted today 
that Algeria had no right to decide 
unilaterally to increase tax levies 
on French -companies exporting oil 
from Algerian wells. 

The Algerian decision was taken 
yesterday In a letter to the two 
main companies operating in Al- 
geria. The cabinet, which met 
here under President Georges Pom- 
pidou, said such a decision could 
be t aken only through agreement 
between the two governments under 
toe terms of a 1985 agreement on 
oil exploration and exploitation. 
The cabinet's attitude, as out- 
lined by a spokesman, was mild and 
reflected toe French desire to avoid 
a crisis : in relations. 

Negoti ations between France and 
Algeria had been under way far a 
revision of the agreements but had 
been suspended a' few weeks ago 
when the two positions appeared 
too wide apart to bridge. 

The spokesman said th»t Algeria’s 
decisi o n justified a recourse to con- 
ciliation and arbitration as pro- 
vided farm the agreement, in this 
ease, he said, toe Algerian decision 
would, have -to be held in abeyance.

6 Guerrillas 
Fly to Cairo 
From Athens 

ATHENS, JUly 22 (AP).— Six 

Arab guerrillas hijacked an Olym- 
pic Airways jet today and releas- 
ed the 53 passengers here only 
after winning a pledge from the 
Greek government that it would 
release in a month seven Arab com- 
mandos held for terrorist acts. 

The hijackers, five men and & 
woman, armed with a machine gun, 
pistols and grenades, commandeer- 
ed the Boeing-727 this morning 
while it was en route from Beirut. 
After a seven-hour stop- 
over at Athens, toe refueled craft 
took off with the hijackers, crew 
and an International Red Cross 
official and landed tonight at 
Cairo. 

(In Damascus, the Popular 
Struggle Front claimed responsibili- 
ty for the hijacking. United Press 
International reported. The group's 
leader, Abou Gharfaiyeh, told news- 
men: “We did this. We are -deter- 
mined to secure the release of all 
guerrillas detained in Greece." 

During seven hours of negotia- 
tions at Athens Airport, Aristotle 
Onassls, multi-millionaire owner of 
Olympic Airways and husband cf 
toe farmer Jacqueline Kennedy, 
offered himself to the hijackers as 
a hostage, an airline spokesman 
reported, ms otter was rejected. 

The heat in the plane rose to 
more than 200 degrees while the 
passengers, many of them women 
and children, sat staring down 
gun barrels. After four hours, one 
woman fainted' and the com- 
mandos ' allowed her and a stew- 
ardess to leave toe plane. 

On arrival, the hijacke. i had 
(demanded too release of the seven 
jailed Arabs within three hours, 
an airport source said. If toe 
deadline was not met,- the Arabs 
threatened to blow the plane up. 
the souixe said. 

As Greek Vice-Premier Sty lianas 
Patakos negotiated with the 
hijackers from the control tower, 
the deadline was extended another 
three hours. According to sources, 
Mr. Patakas, toe No. 2 man in the 
Greek regime, refused to release 
toe seven Arabs until certain legal 
steps were taken und- ■ Greek law. 

At one point. Mr. Patakos of- 
fered to free three of the im- 
prisoned commandos in ten days 
and the others within a. month. 
One of toe guerrillas rejected that 
offer by saying, “One of them is 
my brother.” 

A government communique 
tonight said that the negotiations 
appeared to be stalemated when 
Andrft Rocha t, a Red Cross 
representative for the Middle East, 
volunteered to act as a mediator, 
Mr. Rochat a Swiss, happened to 
be transiting at toe airport when 
the hijacked plane landed. 

The communique described the 
hijackers as "common black- 
mailers” 

It said toe promised release of 
the seven Arabs was in accordance 
with the “policy of the govera-

Bolivia to Free 10 in Trade 
For 2 Kidnapped Germans 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, July 22 CUPD. 
— Bolivian President Alfredo 
Ovando told tire nation "today that 
tbe 'government' will release ten 
jyinttea .1 prisoners — -most of them 
captured members of Che Guevara's 
band — in exchange for two German 
mining engineers captured by left- 
ist university' students early Sun- 
day morning. 

He also said the government will 
allow the kidnappers to leave the 
country once they have safely 
delivered the two hostages they 
took after robbing and plundering 
toe tiny jungle mining town of 
Teoponte, 60 miles north of La Pax. 

The Bolivian Army is believed to 
have them surrounded in their 
jungle hideout. 

“The hostages of Teoponte will 
be exchanged by the government 
because desperation of the mothers 
and wives of the Germans cannot 
be denied,” President Ovando said. 
*T am putting these ten persons at 
liberty before the exchange." 

Moments later Che national radio 
station informed the troops sur- 
rounding .toe guerrillas that toe 
government had ordered them to 
be released. 

The word was pelskph officially 
to the guerrillas over to national 
radio by a priest, Jose Prats, who 
aid he had accepted, the "duty” of 
relaying the news to them. The 
guerrillas had hampd him their of- 
ficial spokesman. 

The ’ president’s ten-minute 
speech put -a dramatic end to toe 


four days of tension that followed 
toe guerrilla attack on the Ameri- 
can Placers Co., a U^S.- owned firm 
which dredges gold from the 
Walra. River. 

The youthful revolutionaries, call- 
ing themselves the National Libera- 
tion Army tend Identifying them- 
selves. with their revolutionary 
hero, Che Guevara, were well arm- 
ed far their attack. 

They blew up the company's 
dredge with dynamite and burned 
its offices before fleeing into the 
jungle with their two hostages. 

The engineers were identified by 
toe German Embassy in La Faz as 
Gunter Lerch, of Heppenheim. 
southern Germany, and Eugen 
Schulhauser, of Teschen, a former 
German city now on toe border of 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. Both 
have Bolivian wives and children 
and have lived in toe country for 
several years. 

Guevara's Band 

The political prisoners to be re- 
leased are almost ah members of 
the Guevara band captured when 
Mr. Guevara was surprised and 
later killed by the Bolivian Army 
in 1967. 

The German government, which 
at present Is installing a water 
system in la. P&z and also has 
other projects under way in toe 
country, put presmre an toe Boli- 
vian government to obtain the re- 
lease of the captives, according to 
government sources.

Italy Protests Seizure by Libya 
Of Italian-Owned Properties 
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ROME, July 23 (AP) .—Italy to- 
day strongly protested the Libyan 
government's announced intention 
to confiscate Italian property in 
the oil-rich North African nation. 

Foreign Minister Aldo Mora in- 
structed the Italian ambassador 
in Tripoli to cany “the firmest 
protest to the Libyan government,” 
a Foreign Ministry communique 
said. 

It said Libyan strongman Moa- 
mer Kazafuy's confiscation an- 
nouncement last night was “con- 
trary to humanitarian principles, 
violates the 1956 Italian -Libyan 
treaty and the United Nations res- 
olution on which Libya’s procla- 
mation of independence is based.” 

Hie communique said the Italian 
government reserved the right to 
take further action In the matter, 
and indicated that Italian author- 
ities were hoping to convince the 
Libyans not to carry out the 
seizure. 

Libyan Decision 

The Italian communique spoke 
at one point of “the threatened 
confiscation" of Italian property,

U.S. Lists New Proposals 
To Cope With Bombing Wave 


WASHINGTON. July 22 CNYT) 
-The Nixon administration an- 
nounced yesterday that It would 
propose a new explosives control 
act to combat the growing number 
of bombings In the United States. 

Interior Secretary Walter J. 
Hickel. said the proposal— drawn 


up by a White House task force— 
was needed to deal with a wave 
of terrorist bombings that has left 
40 persons dead, 384 Injured and 
caused property damage of $22 
million in the last 15 1/2 months. 

The administration proposal 
would require federal licensing of 
all persons manufacturing or 
handling explosives, secure stor- 


age. and positive identification of 
retail buyers, with a statement 
detailing how they proposed to 
use their purchases. 

It would also expand the federal 
authority to arrest anyone con 
nected with the theft or use of 
explosives. 

The proposed act would be ad- 
ministered by the Interior Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Mines, which 
administered the Federal Ex- 
plosives Act of World Wars I 
and IL 

Like N.Y. Proposals 
It is almost identical with pro- 
posals made last week by New 
York City Police Commissioner 
Howard R. Leary before a Senate 
subcommittee investigating bomb- 


ings. 

At that time, Mr. Leary also 
told members of the Senate per- 
manent investigations subcom- 
mittee that strict record -keeping 
should be part of any federal law, 
and he urged that manufacturers 
be required to include a coded, 
indestructible object inside ex- 
plosives so that their origin could 
be traced. 

The only objections to the ad- 
ministration proposal are ex- 
pected to come from Western con- 
gressmen, who axe likely to pro- 
test that such a bill would place 
undue hardships on small minors 
and prospectors without notice- 
ably curbing the use of bombs. 


Sen. Lee Metcalf. D- Monk, 
suggested this issue yesterday, as 
he has during previous hearings 
of the Senate panel. 

“We have a lot of people in 
Montana with long, hair, faded 
blue Jeans and sweat -stained 
shirts who use a lot of dynamite, 
he said. -We call them pro- 
spectors. They. have contributed 
a lot to the development of the 
West and I wouldn’t want any 
legislation to hurt their business.” 

Backing Reported 
For ‘Domestic* 
Marshall Plan 

NEW YORK, July 22 (NYT) 
Whitney M. Young Jr. announced 
that 25 senators are ready 
to sponsor a plan for a multi- 
hm inn -dollar “domestic Marshall 
Plan” to help the country’s poor. 

Mr. Young, executive director of 
the National Urban League, made 
the announcement Monday at a 
news conference here at the 
league's 60th annual convention. 

He said the plan he Is devising 
was first developed In 1964. 

“That was before the riots, and 
so most people smiled nicely and 
forgot it,” be said. “Since the riots, 
since the unrest, since the call far 
reparations and the churches have 
been disrupted, now people are 
coming back saying what about 
that Marshall Plan.” 

Mr. Young said he had had 
lunch with a group of senators, at 
their request. There win be at 
least 25 senators who will sponsor 
the plan, he said. He pointed out 
that the group with whom he met 
was bipartisan. He would name 
only Sen. Jacob Javits. R, N.Y- 
nnd Sen. Birch Bayh, D„ incL, 
who he said were the hosts.

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Another Flaw 
Discovered in 
Troubled F-lll 

WASHINGTON, July 22 iUPIi. 
— Yet another flaw that could 
delay the F-lll fighter-bomber 
from flying has been found in the 
trouble-plagued airplane, the Pen- 
tagon revealed yesterday. 

An announcement said a team 
of experts is looking into two In- 
cidents in which a part of the 
front edge of the tail control sur- 
face broke off during flight. Both 
planes landed safely. 

Except for 16 aircraft allowed 
to fly for test purposes, the entire 
fleet of 223 swing-wing jets has 
been sitting on the ground since 
last December when one of them 
crashed after a wing split off. 

That crash was determined to 
be the fault of a testing procedure 
which was unable to uncover a 
microscopic crack in the wing 
which, under pressure, became a 
complete break. 

A few mouths ago another prob- 
lem erupted in a plane undergoing 
a different series of tests designed 
to measure the life of the plane’s 
wings. The Defense Department 
contract specifies how long the 
wings must withstand the stresses 
of use but the test model gave 
away after It had completed only 
about 75 percent of the required 
lifetime. 


French to Expand Vigilance 
Against Drugs in Marseilles 


PARIS, July 22 (APj.— F rance, 
after years of American pleading 
and direct correspondence between 
Presidents Nixon and Georges Pom- 
pidou, will shortly begin a major 
expansion of Its narcotics bureau 

in Marseilles— departure point lor 
85 percent of the heroin sold in 
the United States. 

French informants, reporting the 
development today, said the ex- 
pansion will be announced, publicly 
in connection with a visit of French 
Interior Minister Raymond Mar- 
cellin to his American counterpart, 
Attorney General John Mitchell. 

The principle of tbe visit has 
been agreed upon, and dates are 
expected to be set within a week 
or ten days. 

The Marseilles narcotics bureau 
will be enlarged by 25 xYench of- 
ficers next month, and probably 
25 more in October, the sources 
said. There are now seven men 

in the bureau, responsible for an 
area where about four tons of 
heroin Is processed every year in 
clandestine laboratories. 

Change in Attitude 

The change In attitude on the 
part of the French, who dismissed 
the Marseilles narcotics traffic 
during the De Gaulle era as an 
American problem, follows a direct 
expression of concern by President 
Nixon. 

Informants here said that Mr. 
Nixon wrote to President Pompidou 
on the drug question and that Mr. 
Pompidou replied with considerable 
understanding. 

Part of the change in attitude 
was felt to have come from a series 
of drug cases involving French 
young people last summer. 


American Narcotics Bureau 
agents have maintained that the 
French could destroy the Marseilles 
trade with sufficient policemen and 
money enough to compete with tile 
bribes paid by the processors. 

Within the last six months it 
was said that lack of staff had 
forced the French police to twice 
miss out on closing down labora- 
tories In tbe Marseilles area. Since 
1951 only 13 laboratories have been 
closed, and experts estimate there 
are now five to ten in operation. 

Marseilles became a narcotics 
pivot point during the 1930s, when, 
opium from French Indochina 
reached the port and was processed 
there on a small scale. 

With the expansion of the Amer- 
ican drug market after World 

War n, Marseilles's laboratories 

grew with it, using morphine base- 
obtained in Turkey and Syria and 
shipping what is regarded as the 
world's highest- grade heroin to the 
United States. 

Skilled lab workers have passed 
the techniques on lrom friend to 
friend. And in the tiny hill vil- 
lages behind Marseilles, where most 
of the labs have been discovered, 
there is the security of communities 
where every nosy stranger is a 
suspect.

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Vietnamization Vs. Negotiation 


The. real difference between Washington 
and Saigon on negotiating a Vietnam settle- 
ment is this: the Nixon administration, to 
satisfy a domestic demand if not to offer 
“the other side” an attractive alternative to 
battle, holds out to it the chance to gain by 
negotiation a certain share of the political 
power in South Vietnam. In his own most 
succinct statement of this purpose. Mr. Nixon 
said on April 20. “A fair political solution 
Should reflect the existing relationship of 
political forces within South Vietnam." Mr. 
Rogers followed this up with his suggestion 
that “the Communists may decide it is In 
their best Interests to negotiate an agree- 
ment which gives them representation pro- 
portionate to their numbers.” 

The Thleu government, however, does not 
wish to offer the other side any share of the 
political power, by negotiations or otherwise. 
It wants to keep that power in one package 
and to hold on to the whole package Itself. 
President Thleu evidently feels— and surely 
he has reason to know— that a political 
solution which reflected the existing rela- 
tionship of political forces would jeopardize 
his regime’s survival. Lacking confidence 
In Ills own political appeal, he tries continu- 
ally to substitute for it American military 
and economic power. 

The second difference between Washing- 
ton and Saigon follows from this basic one. 
The administration, seeking — at least in 
theory — to divide the power In South Viet- 
nam and to distribute the pieces to different 
factions, £ias thought of several techniques 
or approaches to that end. “We recognize 
the complexity of shaping machinery that 
would fairly apportion political power in 
South Vietnam," Mr. Nixon said April 20. 
“We're flexible." His aides explained that 
“machinery’' could Involve elections or some 
other procedure, so long as It reflected popu- 
lar choice and was not “imposed." 

* * * 

But the Thieu-Ky government, wishing 
neither to divide nor to lose the political 
power, has endorsed only one kind of “ma- 
chinery," — Le„ elections. It did so last year 
according to a formula which it elaborated 
in virtually full confidence that the formula 
would not be acceptable to Its Vietnamese 
rivals, as Indeed it hasn't been. 

Now, if the Nixon goal of “fairly apportion- 
ing political power” means anything at all, 
it means some sort of coalition government. 
What else can it mean? The trouble with 
saying this out loud, however, is that — as 
the President noted an Monday— coalition 
government has somehow become what he 
called a "code word” for a Communist take- 
over sooner or later. Mr. Nixon surely knows 
that coalitions have gone that route only, 
as in Eastern Europe after World War n, 
when the Soviet Army was Immediately on 
hand to help the local Communist party — a 
condition not obtaining In Vietnam, or for 
that matter. In Finland, Italy, France or 
Laos, among others who have taken Com- 
munists into some form of coalition gov- 
ernment In recent years. Nonetheless, the 
myth is so powerful that even a history- 
minded American President cringes before it. 


This Is unfortunate, for no matter what 
one chooses to call it — “coalition govern- 
ment," “sharing power," “fair apportionment 
of political power" or what have you— the 
concept Is crucial to a compromise and to 
winning both public support and enemy ac- 
ceptance for It. 

We suspect that Presldlent Thleu under- 
stands this very welL He opposes any coali- 
tion, “Imposed” or not. The last thing he 
wants Is a “fair apportionment of political 
power." indeed, he works against the con- 
cept every chance he gets. Hence his sly 
crack last Sunday that Secretary Rogers had 
created “some misunderstanding.” Hence 
his Insistence that he will not let Commu- 
nists or neutralists (so designated by him), 
or anyone whom he chooses to throw in 
jail, participate in South Vietnamese politics. 
Against such assertions, against his record 
of political fallings, aainst his stark Interest 
In his own survival, Mr. Nixon's assurances 
that President Thleu is pledged to a “free 
election” ring hollow.

Iain Norman Macleod might have become 
prime minister of Great Britain with better 
luck in timing, and there would have been 
no doubt about his government’s direction. 
He was the epitome of modem Toryism — 
even more so than Edward Heath or Regi- 
nald Maudling. with whom he had worked 
under R. A. Butter to give their party's 
policies a drastic facelifting and updating 
In the years out of office sifter the war. 

The son of a Yorkshire physician, he be- 
lieved deeply in the National Health Service 
instituted by a Labor government and gave 
It vigorous direction as Minister of Health. 
He was a more skillful Minister of Labor 
fhpn any Labor party occupant of that of- 


fice in postwar Britain. But it was as an 
energetic colonial secretary, responding to 
Harold Macmillan’s “winds of change” 
thesis, that Mr. Macleod provoked the wrath 
of Conservatives nostalgic for the heyday 
of empire, and this may have cost him his 
chance to be prime minister. 

Mr. Macleod was a man of courage who 
asked no quarter from political foes despite 
pain from a progressive arthritic condition 
that derived from a war wound. With the 
Conservative victory in June, he had plunged 
into his job as Chancellor of the Exchequer 
with all of his old drive and verve. His 
death at 56 Is a severe loss for his party 
and his country.

Nixon’s College Plans to Assemble 
Oral History of His Early Career 

NEW YO RK, July 22 (NYTj .—President Nixon has taken the 
first formal step toward assembling a comprehensive historical 
record of his political career, which will eventually be placed in the 
Richard M. Nixon Presidential Library. 

A source close to the President disclosed yesterday that Mr, Nixon 
hss entrusted to his alma mater, Whittier College, in California, 
the ta sk of undertaking an oral history program covering his youth 
a pd early years in politics. 

The decision was taken during a private meeting the President 
had at the White House last week with Frederick Binder, presi- 
dent of the -gman Quaker college just south of Los Angeles,, the 
source said. 

The President ' apparently was guided by a recommendation 
from the Richar d M_ Nixon Foundation, a group farmed last year 
by the President's friends and supporters across the country to 
plan and build the presidential library and museum. 

The decision to locate the oral history project at. Whittier 
College was confirmed yesterday ■ by the foundation’s chairman, 
Leonard K. Firestone, of the Firestone Tire and Rubber .. Co. 
Reached by telephone in Akron, Ohio, Mr. Firestone said: 

"Many of the President's aunts and uncles and cousins live in 
the area, as well 'as "his early political associates, who. will be 
interviewed in connection with toe project.” 

The college has already earmar ked. $50,00 0 to .hire a historian 
and pay for a staff of professional interviewers for toe first year 
of the program's operation. Mr. Firestone said. He indicated that 
same o£ the money w&l be raised by friends of toe president.

Gerasimov Dead, 
Moscow Reports 

MOSCOW, July 22 CAP). — The 
Academy of Sciences announced the 
death, after an unspecified pro- 
longed illness, of Mikhail M. Gera- 
simov, 62. one of toe world’s most 
distinguished anthropologists nnrf 
archaeologists. 

Mr. Gerasimov acquired early 
ti me by founding the first school 
of plastic reconstruction of faces 
on. the basis of formations. 

B ock in 1927 he began to sculpture 
Neanderthal men and other anthro- 
pological types which populated the 
area of the UBBR. in prehistoric 
times. 

* On the basis , of skull formations 
he did faces of nfany historic 
figures such as Tamerlane, Ivan the 
Terrible, Czar Fedor «-nri German 
poet Friedrich Schiller. 

Mr. Gerasimov was director of 
the laboratory of toe Institute of 
Plastic Reconstruction of the Eth- 
nographic Institute and author of 
many scientific works, such as 
“Facial Reconstruction on the Basis 
of Skull PcaTiiatioiis.”

Glorious Failure by Gunter Grass

T ONDON. July 22 (NYT).— 
^ The Royal Shakespeare 
Company last night presented 
a glorious failure, the kind of 
luxury that only a great na- 
tional theatrical institution can 
afford. 

The play was Gunter Grass's 
"The Pleblans Rehearse the 
Uprising.” first given in Ger- 
many in 1966, but, apart from 
student productions at Harvard 
and Oxford, was having its first 
English-speaking performances. 
Odd — for this is a fascinating 
play. It is also strangely cere- 
bral. 

Grass's intentions are twofold. 
First he wants to show us the 
political artist at a moment of 
crisis. Second— and this inten- 
tion is more misty — X think be 
wishes to show that political 
thought Is useless without polit- 
ical action.

His play is based on one his- 
torical event, the workers* up- 
rising In Berlin in June. 1953. 
In East Berlin, during the 
bleakest of conditions, with the 
Communist party leader Ul- 
brlcht calling for increased pro- 
ductivity, the workers briefly, 
and Ineffectually, revolted. They 
marched down the streets 
shouting slogans; they threat- 
ened a general shrike. But they 
had no leaden, no organization 
and — most important — no en- 
couragement from the West. 

Russian tanks moved into 
Berlin, and it rained and rained 
and rained.

In East Berlin at the time was 
Bertolt Brecht and his Berliner 
Ensemble. Grass’s idea Is that 
the Berlin workers should come 
to Brecht and appeal to him to 
be their leader, or at least give 
them guidance. Brecht at the 
time is working on his famous 
neo-Marxist version of Shake- 
speare’s “Cortolanus.” and sees 
in the East Berlin uprising 
Important parallels with Shake- 
speare's play. 

What a marvelous dramatic 
situation Grass has discovered 
for himself. Here is Brecht, one 
of Co mmunism 's most famous 
Intellectuals, trying to demon 
strate the contemporary rele- 
vance in Ideological terms of a 
Shakespeare play and then 
suddenly finding the play itself 
erupting into life around, with, 
yes. himself actually called upon 
to play the real-life hero.

The play is patently unfair 
to Brecht— and Grass must 
know this. In d e ed Brecht and 
the Ensemble are never men- 
tioned in the play— the Brecht-' 
figure Is called the Boss, his 
wife (in life Helen Weigle) ' is 
called, after Shakespeare, Vol- 
umnia, and as Grass is per- 
fectly happy to admit, the play 
is purely imaginative, as on the 
vital date. June 17. 1953,. Brecht 
was not rehearsing or even . 
preparing his "Coriolanus.” 

Grass’s dramatic aspirations 
unfortunately exceed his dra- 
matic reach. The play— and this 
Is no fault of the Royal Shake- 
speare Company — is almost more 
exciting to read about than to 
see. The Interlocking ideas, the 
plays within plays, the constant 
confrontation between principles 
and practice, art and reality: 
all this holds the attention. But 
the play itself is not very ai- 
reStlngly written, and even the 
Boss, with all his evasions, is 
not nearly the engrossing char- 
acter be should be. His decision 
to stay In the middle, his rejec- 
tion of both revolutionaries and 
government. Is never made into 
a positive choice. Rather he is 
seen as an artist who is burned 
out. reduced to a small reper- 
tory of idiosyncratic tricks, and 
Is incapable of both work and 
action. 

This Is probably not fair to 
Brecht— but more importantly 
Grass is not being fair to him- 
self, for by making his hero a 
figure of such dry rhetoric, he 
has lowered the beat of his play 
beneath blood temperature.

GM Presents Its Demands to Union 


DETROIT, . July 22 CAP).— 
OeaerzL Motors Corp. presented 
the United Auto Workers with a 
toughJy warded set at new contract 
demands of its own yesterday 
calling for a cutback In cost of 
health benefits what It term- 
ed “union abuses under current 
pacts;" 

The company also called far & 
plan which would solve what both 
sides agree .'is a growing problem 
of absenteeism and an end to 
what it termed ah ‘Irresponsible” 
and “unmerited'* number of 
grievances. 

GM also accused some unspecifi- 
ed local iinfop a of threatening 
strikes over production standards 
when the Issues “are entirely un- 
related to the merits of the pro- 
duction standards dispute." 


GM emphasized its first pro- 
posals were not an answer to the 
union’s major economic demands, 
laid on the bargaining table late 
Monday. The company said the 
package proposal went far beyond 
what it had anticipated. 

Similar demands will be carri- 
ed later to Ford and Chrysler, 
other members of the automotive 
Big Three, where current three- 
year contracts run out Sept 1+ 

In Its revision proposal, GM 
said health care benefits "have in- 
creased alarmingly” since 1967 and 
appeared to suggest, without di- 
rectly saying so, that workers pick 
up a portion of the Bine Cross- 
Blue Shield costs as they did prior 
to 1961. 

Between Oct. l and next Sept. 
30. GM said, the cost for Blue 


Cross-Blue Shield insurance alone 
trill have increased by $13 minion 


a year and that the first year of 
a company-paid prescription drug 
plan will add another $17 gnipm 

Irving Bluestone, the UAWs 
chief bargainer at GM, said the 
union would not be wining to pay 
■for the coverage and contended 
money going; for the Insurance was 
that which workers otherwise could 
be receiving in wages. ' 

The company also said ab- 
senteeism has doubled In the last 
ten years, especially on Fridays 
and Mondays, and that this had 
'significantly increased manufac- 
turing costs” as well as causing 
“product quality problems.” 

Since 1967, the company's sick 
and accident benefits have jumped 
from $32 million a year to $101 
million in 1969, GM said. 


Cranberry Co. Sues Napoleon’s Brother

rpRENTON. N. J., July 23 
(NTT) .—Joseph Bonaparte, 
once the king of Naples and 
Sicily, once tile monarch of 
Spain, who helped his younger 
brother, Napoleon, preside over 
a conquered Europe with su- 
pine grace, and who has been 
dead these 126 years, has been 
n|unwi ag a defendant in a 
salt brought by a cranberry 
company In Borden town, N. J. 
“Ocean Spray Cranberries, 
me, the country's major pro- 
ducer of cranberries and cran- 
berry products, filed the action 
in superior court July 6 in an 
attempt to establish full title 
to two strips of land adjoining 
its area manufacturing plant 
six miles south of here. 

3£00 Acres 

The land was among 1,500 
acres purchased by Joseph 
Bonaparte when he settled in 
Bordentown, surrounded by an 
impressive entourage and as- 
suming the title Comte de sur- 
vUliers, after , his brother's de- 
feat at Waterloo in 1815. 

In June, 1836, when he had 


returned to Europe, the elder 
Bonaparte granted a deed to 
the Camden and Amboy Rail- 
road and Transportation Co. 
for an 11-acre parcel to serve 
as right-of-way for the state's 
first railroad. A clause in the 
deed called for the parcel to 
revert to his estate If the rail- 
road ceased to use It. 

Several years ago. Ocean Spray 
acquired two strips of land 
parallel to the railroad bed- 
one S feet by 630 feet and the 
other 38 feet by 109 feet— from 
the United New jersey Rail- 
road and Canal Co. This com- 
pany had obtained the land 
during a consolidation of trans- 
portation systems In 1872. 

But the cranberry company, 
which wants to expand, does 
not- feel comfortable in its 
ownership as long as the “re- 
verter clause" remains on the 
books, and It has brought suit 
to strike it -'down. 

Other Defendants 

In addition to Joseph, the 
defendants include his wife. 
Julie Clary, a rich banker's' 
daughter who died In 1846, his 
two daughters, Zen aide and 


Charlotte, and is other named 
descendants. 

The clerk's files here have 
rarely seen such a notable list 
of princes, cardinals and 
counts. 

Tm not afraid of ghosts. 0 
remarked Edward V. Lipman, 
area manager of Ocean Spray, 
whose central office is in Han- 
son. Mass. “As long as I have 
a good lawyer, why should I 
worry? 0 

The lawyer, Henry B. Tutek, 
who has been researching the 
Bonaparte family tree for over 
a year, said he believed that 
the American branch of the 
family expired in 1945 with the 
death of one Jerome Napoleon . 
Charles Bonaparte. The Euro- 
pean branch of direct descen- 
dants ended, he maintained,- in 
1949 with Eugenie Ney d*El- 
cblngen, who bore no children 
from her husband. Napoleon. 

“If anybody should raise a 
claim, the burden of proof 
would be upon them to demon- 
strate that they are an heir 
and prove their relationship, 1 * 
observed Mr. Tutek, 

If no one appears, .the land 
falls by default to the company. 


Congress Told 
To Let Budget 
Deficit Grow 

By Edwin L Dale Jr. 

WASHINGTON, July 22 (NYT). 
— Two leading Democratic econo- 
mists told Congress in effect today 
to go right ahead and Increase 
President Nixon's budget deficit. 

Their case was based on the view 
that the economy, now operating 
with idle men and machines, needs 
stimulus. 

The two economists were Gardner 
Ackley, chairman of the Council 
of Economic Advisers under Pres- 
ident Johnson, and Paul A. Samuel- 
son of Massachusetts institute of 
Technology, who advised former 
administrations in various capaci- 


ties. 

Both men said that the govern- 
ment's fiscal policy— the budget — 
and its monetary policy, conduct- 
ed by the Federal Reserve Board, 
should aim at re -expanding the 
economy and, in Mr. Samuelson's 


wards, "fighting the economic re- 
tardation that is iwHTft s fog unem- 
ployment and harming living stan- 
dards.” Both said this could be 
done safely without reviving the 
danger of worse inflation. 

Today's third witness before the 
Congressional Joint Economic Com- 
mittee was Henry C. WaJlich, a 
CEA member under President 
Elsenhower and presently a con- 
sultant to the Treasury. Mr. WaJ- 
lich agreed that some stimulus to 
the economy was now appropriate. 
But, like administration witnesses 
previously, he did. not advocate it 
be done through a big deficit in 
the budget He favored an easier 
monetary policy. 

Mr. Ackley said he would not be 
concerned if the budget deficit — 
which the administration Is hoping 
to. hold to less than $2 billion — 
reached $10 billion in the current 
condition of the economy. He said 
that “we ought to be stimulating 
the economy by both monetary and 
fiscal policy." 

He termed “breast beating** the 
Idea that the government ghyn iiH 
‘persevere in a highly restrictive 
fiscal policy stance."

One of the biggest swings 
against the Dallas Aces In the 
qualifying play for the world 
championship in Stockholm last 
month occurred on the dia- 
gramed deal against Brazil. 
The Aces, of course, survived 
the setback and went on to 
win the world title. 

The Brazilians use the Ro- 
man System, which has helped 
to win many world champion- 
ships, and this accounts for the 
strange start to the auction. 
North was unable to bid one 
diamond, as a standard bidder 
would do. for any rebid would 
have given a wrong picture in 
his methods. 

The system permits an open- 
ing bid in a three-card suit 
when a live-card suit is in 
reserve, so North ventured one 
heart. This was forcing, and 
South s one spade was a nega- 
tive response: two clubs by him 
would have shown slightly more 
high-card strength. 

East-West knew, of course, 
that one spade was artificial, 
so West’s bid of two spades 
clearly showed spades. East 
raised spades, and decided he 
had enough defensive strength 
to double when South finally 
Introduced his club suit and 
was raised to game. 

West had an obvious lead of 
the spade ace, but had a cru- 
cial problem to solve at the 
second trick. There was some- 
thing to be said for continuing 
spades, a passive play aimed at 
forcing dummy to ruff and 
leaving declarer to find his 
own tricks. 

A shift to hearts offered a 
prospect of developing a trick 
quickly in that suit, but was 
also slated to help the declarer 
if he held two or three hearts 
headed by the queen or ten, 
but not both. 

West’s actual lead at the sec- 
ond trick was the diamond four. 


He was no doubt allowing for 
the possibility that South held 
diamond losers and might gain 
a discard on hearts. 

East won the diamond and 
continued the suit. The Bra- 
zilian declarer. O.G. de Fkria, 
was now in full control. He 
won with the diamond king 
and used dummy’s club entries 
to establish the fifth diam ond. 
This eventually provided a dis- 
card for the losing heart and 
the contract was made.

TT is a safe bet that Amerl- 
cans know less about 
Japan than any country with 
which they have been inti- 
mately concerned. We fought 
a devastating war with it. 
have had emotional hangups 
and guilt feelings over the 
use of the two atomic bombs, 
and have carried out one of 
the most remarkable and suc- 
cessful "occupations'* a victor 
nation ever imposed on a 
beaten foe. 

It may well be that the 
greatest memorial to Gen. 
Douglas Mac Arthur will be 
his administration of Japan 
under the occupation rather 
than any battle fought during 
the war. 

Japan is now a major trade 
partner and an economic 
rival and a puzzling element 
in our defense calculation in 
the Far East. Yet most Ameri- 
cans know little of its history, 
less of the shape and devel- 
opment of its institutions and 
nothing of its great men. 

These books, by Hall, pro- 
fessor of history at Yale, and 
by Reischauer, former ambas- 
sador to Japan and now on 
the Harvard faculty, can help 
remedy that deficiency. Since 
they cover the ground from 
the beginnings through the oc- 
cupation, they are bound to be 
somewhat summary. But both 
deal with the larger flow of 
events and with the powerful 
figures who influenced them. 
They touch only lightly on 
cultural matters, but devote a 
fair amount of their space to 
religious belief. To the nature 
and place of Shintoism, Bud- 
dhism and Conf ucianism, since 
all were organic parts of Japa- 
nese existence and were used in 
the wntiriwg of government 
policy. 

In addition, the books sup- 
plement each other. Two-thirds 
of the Reischauer volume, a re- 
written and updated version of 
his earlier "Japan: Past and 
Present,” is devoted to the 
years since the Meijil restora- 
tion, In roughly 1868. But only 
25 percent of Hall's book is 
given over to that period. Thus 
each volume thickens what is 
this in the other. 

In the long view it is notable 
how the patterns of Japanese 
history " repeat themselves. Japa- 
nese administrators preferred 
to work in concert and through 
some venerated institution 
rather than in their own name. 
For examp l e , the emperor is to 
most Americans the most con- 
spicuous aspect of Japanese rule 
and seemingly the source of all 
power. But, generally, he never 
had any power at alL Reisch- 
auer is the authority for the 
statement that the emperor’s 
decision to surrender to the 
Allies in the last war was “the 
first important political deci-

LENINGRAD, July 22 (NTT) 
Sex and scarekeeping are the only 
factors dividing the United States 
track and field team here for the 
two-day meet with the Soviet 
Union beginning tomorrow. Both 
the men, who defeated the West 
Germans last week, and the women, 
who did not, want to win here. 
But they can’t agree on the re- 
lationship between sex and statis- 
tics. 

Barbara Friedrich, a 21-year-old 
blonde from Spring lake Heights, 
NJ., would - like to throw a seven- 
foot aluminum spear clear out of 
Lenin Stadium at G pm. tomor- 
row, sot. only because she. will be 
the first American girl to perform 
before 30,000 partisan Russians. 
She is also tired of hearing how 
American women have perennially 
been blamed for losing meets be- 
tween the two nations, on combin- 
ed men's and. women's scores. 
“We’re a team and we should be 
scored that way,” she said. 

Women Won Once 

In the eight American -Soviet 
meets since 1958. American women 
have beaten the Russians only 
once, last year. The men's teams 
have won seven of their meets, los- 
ing only in 19®, but on the basis 
of combined scores the United 
States has won only twice, in 1964 
and last year. 

Barbara, whose aptitude at 
throwing softballs - better than 
boys in her hometown led her Into 
the javelin hurling game, said: *T 
really want to beat them. The Rus- 
sians are always trying to prove 
they're better ' than us, in space, 
science and everything.” Miss 
Friedrich is of Ukrainian descent. 

In the buffet of the Sputnik 
Hotel, where the team is staying, 
several male long- and Short- 
distance runners and a walker dis- 
agreed, but not violently. Steve 
Prefontaine, a slender 19-year-old 
who wears a thin mustache and 


travels 5,000 meters on foot faster 
than almost anybody on earth, 
was more concerned about Soviet 
runners named Sharsfetdinov and 
Shashmurin, who likely will be his 
competitor. Jere Van Dyck, who 
runs L500 meters, and Frank 
Shorter, who runs the 10,000, and 
Dave Ramansky, a 32-year-old 
20-kilometer (12 A miles » walker, 
said the scores should be kept sepa- 
rately. 

'A Lousy Rap’

“It's a lousy rap," Bald Ken 
Hansen, the team manager and a 
former heel-and-toe competitor.

Lombardi Makes Appearance 


Owners Meet for 12 Hours, 
NFL Impasse Not Resolved

NEW YORK. July 22 CWP).— 
Vince Lombardi yesterday made 
bis first public appearance in be- 
half of the Washington Redskins 
since undergoing stomach surgery. 

The chief executive officer and 
coach accompanied Edward Ben- 
nett Williams, president of the 
Redskins, and made a speech at 
an afternoon session of the Na- 
tional Football League ^owners.. The 
owners met for nearly 12 hours 
without resolving their dispute 
with veteran players. 

It was reported that Lombardi 
took a hard line about the de- 
mands of the "striking” or "locked 
out” players, depending on which 
side is describing the situation. 

Publicly, spokesmen for the 
owners, George HaJas, president of 
the National Conference, and 
Lamar Bunt, president of the 
American Conference, said that no 
decisions had been reached on 
fn iiin g the Impasse. 

Privately, several owners insisted 
there was unanimity on maintain- 
ing firm resistance to player 
demands, namely on the pension 
fund issue. 

The spokesmen for the owners 
said there bad been no communica- 
tion yesterday with player rep- 
resentatives. While most of the 
player representatives were report- 
ed to be in Washington yesterday, 
as If to suggest that they preferred 
federal- mediation, John Mackey, 
president of the association, re- 
mained In New York. 


Pete Rozelle, pro football cam- 
missoner, was Invited to the owners' 
session last night, but only to 
answer some questions, it was 
reported. Be does not usually at- 
tend such meetings because it is 
his contention and 'that of the 
owners that his role of mediator 
otherwise would be impaired. 

President Williams of the Reds- 
kins and BUI Sullivan, .president of 
the Boston Patriots, said they did 
not especially fayor taring the fed- 
eral mediation service because It 
might preempt Rozehe’s customary 
role in that area. 

Game Still Possible 
Hunt, owner of the Kansas City 
Chiefs, said it is still possible the 
College AH -Star game can be 
played July 3L He quoted Coach 
H ank Strom as saying a week of 
practice might be enough for the 
Chiefs veterans. 

Hunt later was asked whether it 
was possible that no preseason 
games would be played as a result 
of the stalled negotiations. "It is 
possible” he said, "but from what 
I see they almost certainly will be 
played, with the possible exception 
of the AU-8tar game." 

The gravity of the impasse was 
indicated by the presence of Lom- 
bardi. After undergoing extensive 
stomach surgery on June 27, Lom- 
bardi decided to pass up the 
Redskins' training camp until the 
veterans reported, naming Bill 
Austin interim coach while he 
rested at home.

-Let's release this report 
to the press and then bury it.’ 
Occasionally a report will just 
rile of heartbreak because no- 
body pays any attention to it. 

“In any case, after the report 
is dead, it fans to be buried, be- 
cause if you're President yon 
don't want someone finding it 
at a later date and using it 
against you. 


"So every week each report 
that has died is placed in a 
pine box and loaded on a gov- 
ernment hearse and brought 
up here, where we have a simple 
ceremony before lowering it 
into the ground. 

"If it's a blue ribbon panel 
report that's been killed in 
action, we give it a 21-gun sa- 
lute. Otherwise, we lay it to rest 
with as little fuss as possible." 

“This cemetery goes for miles 
and miles."' I said. 

“No one knows how many 
reports have been buried here 
by the different presidents.” 


".Mr. Sneilenbaeh. this is a 
beautiful cemetery, and very 
Impressive, but why does the 
government go to so much 
trouble and errpense to keep it 
up for nothing more than pa- 
per reports?” 

‘Tou must understand that 
most of the men asked to serve 
on presidential commissions are 
very important citizens. They 
spend months and years work- 
ing on these reports, and they 
feel very close to them. When 
their reports are killed or 
buried, these men feel a person- 
al loss. Many days you will see 
them sitting here next to the 
tombstones of their studies, 
tears rolling down their cheeks. 
No matter how long you work 
here, it still gets to you.” 



Sarah, the Chimp, Has Mastered Grammar

CANTA BARBARA. Calif.— A 7-year-old 
^ chimpanzee at the University of 
California here can understand the uses 
of grammar, including its use in com- 
municating with human beings. 

She even understands and uses correct- 
ly the conditional mood— something chil- 
dren have difficulty mastering. 

The chimp. Sarah, is the pupil of Dr. 
David Premack, a professor of psychology 
here. Her accomplishments are forcing 
science to take longer and closer looks 
at language. 

Dr. Premack was at Cambridge Uni- 
versity last week explaining Sarah's lan- 
guage skills at an international meeting 
of neuropsychologists. 

Sarah can't say words. A chimpanzee 
can be taught some imitative grunts and 
hisses, but the vocal cords. larynx, tongue 
and lips of chimpanzees, man's closest 
relative, are not made for speech. 

Dr. Premack said, however, that the 
concept of language is not dependent on 
associating sounds with meanings. We 
read symbols that have no associated 
sounds— pointing arrows, green, red and 
amber traffic lights are examples— and so 
does Sarah. 

She has a “vocabulary” of about 130 
plastic symbols that stand for things, 
actions, names and some very abstract 
ideas. 

Besides remembering the plastic shapes 
that mean such down-to-earth things as 
’■banana.” "chocolate" and “apple.” Sa- 
rah knows the shapes that stand for 
"give” and “take,” and the names of her 
human teacher and attendants as well as 
her own name. 


She knows the symbols for “good" and 
"bad." and she can make the value judg- 
ments those words imply. Something 
good is something Dr. Premack likes, 
something bad is something he disap- 
proves of. ’That isn’t any different from 
the human child whose ‘good' and ’bad' 
are what its parents do or do not approve 
of.” Dr. Premack said. 

“One of the fundamental things about 
language is word order, the way words 
are assembled to express an idea,” Dr. 
Premack explained. “Some word assem- 
blies are acceptable— that is. they are 
grammatical and comprehensible. Others 
are not. the essential thing is that they 
make sense.” 

Sarah makes sense. She can organize 
her thoughts, and then arrange her 
plastic words in sentences that express 
them. She uses plastic shapes where we 
use sounds, but her sentences observe 
language rules no less than human sen- 
tences do. 

Sarah writes sentences by arranging 
the plastic chips, which have steel back- 
ing. on a magnetized board. 

In animal psycholog}' there is some- 
thing called “Clever Hans phenomenon.” 
named after a German circus horse at 
the turn of the century that apparently 
was able to follow complicated verbal 
instructions. . Actually, it performed by 
observing subtle movements and attitudes 
of its trainer— movements and attitudes 
so inconspicuous that they were not 
noticed by the human audience. 

To show that Sarah is not just an- 
other “Clever Hans.” she has been tested 
by a trainer who does not know what 
the plastic shapes mean. 

Placing the chips on the board, Mary 


Morgan, one of Sarah's teachers, can 
write tliis conditional Instruction: 

“If Sarah take red then Mary give 
Sarah chocolate. 1 ' 

To get the chocolate Sarah reads the 
sentence and chooses a red object from 
among several objects of various colors. 

She understands the negative, too. 
Mary Morgan will write, “If Sarah take 
green. Mary no give Sarah chocolate.” 

Then Sarah carefully avoids the green, 
choosing another color instead. 

This understanding of the “if . . . then” 
concept, or the conditional mood, is proof 
that Sarah has not merely learned tricks 
but has actually learned language, Dr. 
Premack says. He thinks this compre- 
hension of the conditional is the one 
way in which the chimpanzee may be 
superior in language ability to a child 
of comparable linguistic achievement — 
that is, a child of 2 or 3 years. 

It has been suggested that tbe devel- 
opment of a detailed and complete plan 
for teaching Sarah could be important 
in teaching psychoticallj withdrawn chil- 
dren to break down the bander of isola- 
tion that keeps them from communicat- 
ing with others. 

But Dr. Premack thinks the main value 
of his research will be to force linguists 
to clarify and Improve the theories of 
language. 

Some psycholinguists think human be- 
ings are genetically programmed for lan- 
guage. 

Such theorists will either have to say 
of Sarah that what she does isn’t lan- 
guage at all. and that she is just another 
"Clever Hans." or admit there may be 
degrees of language among man’s close 
evolutionary relatives.
